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TAKING CARE OF 
INJURIES 


By Curtis Hesselgrave 


Injuries occur in all forms of athletic en- 
deavor, and skateboarding is no excep- 
tion. The sport of skateboarding is 
fortunate, though, because when prop- 
erly equipped with safety gear, the skate- 
boarder is one of the best protected 
athletes for what he is doing. We have 
found that in skateparks, where safety 
gear is mandatory, injuries are quite low 
(much lower than was expected), based 
on the injuries seen in unprotected street 
skating. Probably the best testimony to 
the effectiveness of our safety gear is that 
top skaters who formerly used to wear no 
gear at all now wear it regularly. But in- 
juries still occur, and the subject today is 
how to take care of yourself if you are 
injured. 

The most important thing to remember 
if you are hurt is that you are hurt. This 
sounds silly, but almost everyone who is 
an avid skater wants to forget that they 
are hurt and keep skating, or wants to 
start skating again too soon after being 
hurt. Your body is a natural organ, and 
nature takes her time in healing. Respect 
nature and you will be rewarded; treat her 
with scorn, and . . . we all know that it’s 
not nice to fool with Mother Nature. 

| want to talk mostly about the everyday 
injuries that skaters get: the strains, pulls, 
scrapes, bruises, charlie horses, lumps 
and bumps. Serious injuries should al- 
ways be taken care of by a doctor. If there 
is any question in your mind as to how 
severely you might be injured, go to a 
doctor immediately. On all questionable 
falls on joints, have them X-rayed. Even if 
you don't like doctors, you must go see 
one if you are really hurting. 

Some people have a higher threshold 
of pain than others. If you happen to be 
the type that ‘‘doesn’t seem to get hurt,” 
or is good at ignoring pain, then you 
should take particular care of an injured 
part because chances are you will gloss 
over something that could be more 
serious than you think.

Once you have received proper medi- 
cal attention, there is something that you 
can do for yourself to promote the healing 
of an injured part. It is a natural process of 
extending your vital energy consciously 
into the injured part to help speed the 
healing. This may sound a bit farfetched, 
yet it is something that you have been 
doing since you were a child without 
knowing it. 

It is natural to hold an injury with your 
hand. You see children and adults do this 
all the time, yet we do it without thinking 
about it. To do it consciously to promote 
healing, the only difference is that you 
concentrate and relax as you hold the in- 
jury. What happens is that your natural 
energy—which the Japanese call Ki, and 
the Chinese call Chi, and in India it is 
called Prana—flows through your finger- 
tips and into the injured part. As the injury 
gets an increased flow of energy, healing 
is promoted. You should feel that your 
center (about 2’’ below your navel) is a 
water pump and that water flows out 
through the tips of your fingers and into 
the sore spot. Using the idea that your 
energy is like water helps to get the 
proper feeling of flowing. The key for get-

ting this to work is to relax. Relaxation 
permits your energy to flow easily. 


Extending your Ki, or energy, into a 


hurt part immediately after hurting your- 
self iS good first aid until you can get med- 
ical attention. It helps to calm you down 
and slows down your heart and breathing 
rate. There is almost always a mild shock 
to the system when you are injured; ex- 
tending Ki helps right away to balance 
your system again. 


This method, which is called Kiatsu, 


was developed by Mr. Koichi Toehi— 
president of the Ki Society International. 
Further information may be obtained in 
one of the many Ki Institutes located in 
many major cities throughout the United 
States. Look in the Yellow Pages under 
“Martial Arts.”’

ASSOCLATION REPORTS 


SRA 


The Consumer Product Commission re- 
port from Washington, D.C., recently voiced a 
growing concern for safety in the sport of 
skateboarding. NBC Network Radio News in- 
terviewed the Pro/Am SRA in Washington to in- 
quire about safety aspects as related to 
skateboarding injuries and the Consumer 
Product Commission report. We were proud to 
be able to state that there have been no serious 
injuries in any Pro/Am SRA sanctioned com- 
petitions! The Pro/Am SRA's safe competition 
record is largely due to three factors: 1) the 
mandatory safety equipment requirements of 
helmet, knee and elbow pads, and shoes at all 
SRA sanctioned events; 2) the safer conditions 
of skateparks where the majority of our com- 
petitions are held; 3) the caliber of the officials 
and attentive supervision. 

Skateboarding continues to grow in popu- 
larity. Since 1975, the number of skaters has 
increased from 14 million to over 20 million last 
year. In view of these facts, we strongly en- 
courage city and state legislation and local 
community groups to support the development 
of safe skateboarding environments. Clearly, 
the majority of skating injuries occur in the un- 
controlled conditions of street skating, rather 
than in the safer atmosphere of the skateboard 
park and supervised competitive events. 

The Pro/Am SRA supports all the other 
skateboard associations in their goal of devel- 
oping such safe skating environments, and we 
would like to thank the ISA in particular for their 
efforts and tremendous contributions towards 
achieving this goal. We encourage the use of 
the ‘‘buddy” system, skating in a safety-con- 
trolled location and the use of safety equipment 
at all times.

ISA 


The International Skateboard Association’s 
Commission, The Professional Riders Organi- 
zation (PRO), is working to set criteria for com- 
petitions and has developed the following 
guidelines: 

ISA must receive detailed notice of an event 
at least eight weeks in advance for PRO mem- 
bers to consider participating. Every PRO must 
also get an event packet, detailing course out- 
lines, transportation, how early on-site practice 
can begin, and complete regulations no later 
than two weeks in advance of the event. 

In naming events, PRO has agreed that use 
of “World,” ‘‘National,”’ and ‘State’ cham- 
pionships has been misleading. Ground rules 
adopted were: That for any event called ‘World 
Championship,’’ adequate notice and publicity 
must be given outside this country, and there 
must be at least four participants present from 
other countries. For events called “National,” 


there must be adequate nationwide notice and 
publicity, and no more than half the com- 
petitors may be from a single state. ‘State 
Championships”’ are restricted to participants 
from the state where they are held.

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THE CURT FLIP 
A Kick Flip Variation 


By Curtis Hesselgrave 


The Kick Flip is one of the new gener- 

_ ation freestyle techniques. It was devel- 

oped about two years ago by Curt 

Lindgren. Since that time, many people 

have adopted this move, and utilize it ina 
variety of ways. 

Kick flips over highjump bars, on banks 
and double spin flips on banks are a few 
of the variations that have come to light 
recently. Now Curt has a new wrinkle on 
his old move that we'd like to show you. 

Before we get into his advanced appli- 
cation of the Kick Flip, a review of the 
basic technique is in order. 

Begin a Kick Flip by rolling forward 
slowly. Stand with your feet parallel, just 
slightly behind the center of the board. 
We'll describe the move for a regular foot; 
if you are goofy-foot, just reverse the foot 
placement. Hook the ball of the big toe of 
your right foot under the rail with your 
heel still on the board. Press down with 
your left foot, pull up with your right, and 
jump sideways to your left. Be sure that 
your knees rise together when you jump, 
or the board will not make an even spin 
under you—it will be thrown off. When 
you land on the board, have your feet in 
your regular riding stance. To make it go 
easier your right foot should push, ever 
so slightly, sideways as you jump and 
kick the board. 

The perfect kick flip is the one in which 
you can immediately, without moving 
your feet, begin to kick turn and go into 
your next maneuver. 

Now that we’ve looked at the basic 
technique, let’s look at Curt's variation. 
Curt and teammates Ty Page, Bryan 
Beardsley and Mark Bowden have been 
calling this new variation the ‘‘Curt Flip.”’ 
Curt started into the line of thinking that 
produced this trick by trying to do kick 
flips up stairs. After wiring it on stairs, he 
reasoned that it could be done up onto 
another skateboard, and the ‘‘Curt Flip” 
was born. 

Since he had some time ago learned to 
do flips off the top of another skateboard, 
the challenge was to learn to kick it up. 
The major problem, of course, was to get 
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all four wheels to land square on the sec- 
ond board. The solution is that the board 
you are riding must be at a slight angle to 
the board you are landing on. 

Let’s take it from the top. Start by head- 
ing straight for the board you are landing 
on. When it is about 10’-12' away, turn off 
slightly to the right side (goofy-foot—left). 
Begin your kick flip about 3’ behind target 
board if you are going very slowly. If trav- 
eling at medium speed, begin about 5’-6’ 
behind. When you kick, you must still be 
at a slight angle to the target board; if the 
two are parallel, you won't land squarely 
on the second board. The distance be- 
tween the boards sideways, meaning 
how much you should angle off, should 
be about 8”. It is necessary to jump about 





4-5" more sideways than normal. Your 
right foot also pushes the board sideways 
more than normal. Less push down, more 
sideways, is the rule. Once you have 
made it up onto the second board, it is a 
normal kick flip back down. A couple of 
points to note when practicing: Start 
learning by using curbs or steps, so that 
you get used to landing higher than you 
started. Secondly, if you miss when trying 
to go up onto a second board, you fall 
funny. Your body gets twisted so take 
extra care to be prepared for strange 
landings. 

So here you have one more trick from 
the endless reservoir of what can be 
done on a skateboard. Good skating, 
everyone. Gy

Judging from the tremendous response, especially 
from the pros, the Upland Pipeline seems to be leading 
the way toward a new generation of skatepark. With its gi- 
ant tube and large, steep bowls, the Pipeline appears to 
have beaten other second generation parks to the punch, 
providing a truly forward-looking facility to accommodate 
and promote a continual rise in the skill level of the skat- 
ers. Says the park’s manager, Don Hoffman: “With the 
pipe and a lot of vertical, we brought the skate park to-

ward another dimension. At least give us that much 
credit.”’ 

Following close behind Upland, however, will be a 
number of new parks also offering original, sometimes 
daring designs. Included therein is the U-shaped ‘‘chan- 
nel’ of Carson's Runway Skatepark, Carlsbad'’s three- 
leafed superbowl and Skatepark Paramount's half-pipe 
with coping. Each offering a breakaway from past efforts, 
theirs may not be perfection; but, clearly, innovation. 
(Perfection, it is said, is left to those that follow.) 

At this period of transition, therefore, it may be instruc- 
tive to briefly examine those aspects of park design, con- 
struction and operation which are currently subject to 
greatest controversy. This month we specifically deal with 
trends toward vertical contours and coping; and, a matter

which, however surprisingly, affects all park goers: pro 
admissions. Further articles will address these and other 
aspects of the skatepark in greater depth, in an effort to 
provide constructive communication in this most critical 
area of the sport. 

VIBES ON VERT 

Last July, Mark Knight of Westminster, California's de- 
layed Paved Pacific, began reworking his design to in- 
clude more vertical. Said Mark at the time: 

“My co-designer, Steve Miller, and myself, have spent 
the last two months skating parks, pools, pipes and any- 
thing else we could find. In doing this we have run into 
some unreal skaters, both known and unknown. We have 
come to know that vertical is ‘where it’s at.’ Watching 
Waldo, Weaver, Wally and Stacy ripping on the vertical,

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made Us make some changes in our plans. Originally we 
did have some vertical, but not enough. Fifty percent of 
the skaters right now can ride vertical. Just think 
how many by the end of the summer—almost everyone 
seriously skating now!’ 

Red-hot park rider Chris Strople, more recently offered 
his own considered opinion: ‘‘l’d say twenty-five percent 
of the skaters can ride vertical with confidence, and an- 
other five percent totally rip vertical.’’ On the other hand, 
Chris concedes, the average park design must likewise 
cater to the other seventy percent. ‘You have to have be- 
ginner’s sections,’ says he. ‘You just can’t build a radical 
park.” 

Still, in order to stay apace of the continually improving 
level of skating, new park designs are offering more and

more challenge. Steve Cathey relates that San Diego 
County’s upcoming Spring Valley facility, with its isolated 
bowls and a lot of vertical, will definitely be one such park. 
Meanwhile, NSC El Cajon, its established neighbor a few 
miles away, will be meeting the demand with a swimming 
pool-type bowl. 

The question, then, is rapidly becoming not one of 
whether vertical should be used in a park, but where and 
how much. Skaters tend to agree that, concerning the 
bowls especially, the critical factor is the distance be- 
tween the walls. Regarding such designs, says Chris 
Strople, once more: ‘'! think riding bigger bowls is easier 
than riding, for instance, a tight 9’ pool. The bigger it gets, 
the more time you have to think about what you're going 
to do. | prefer anything over 12°.” 


Overflowing with talent and youthful ener- 
gies, Eric Dressen shreds Fountain Valley. 
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That observation contradicts the logic, or illogic, be- 
hind Skatopia’s small pool; that by shrinking what is in- 
herently a radical design, it becomes less radical; and, 
therefore, safer. The nearby Concrete Wave, by com- 
parison, offers a much larger pool, but with such gradual 
transitions in the deep end—thus proportionately less ver- 
tical—as to reduce its rideability (‘‘forevers,”’ for example, 
are extremely difficult there). Fortunately, the shallow end 
was shaped with the slope and transitions of a fairly con- 
ventional pool, providing a satisfying taste of what could 
have been further down the bowl, 

The other side of the vertical issue concerns pipes and 
half-pipes. In reference to SKATEBOARDER’s mention a 
few months back (Vol. 4, No, 2, Skate Parks: Part X!) of 
the surface irregularities on the Pipeline’s 20’ x 40’ tube, 
says Don Hoffman:

“Its not really fair to compare Ameron pipes (ed. note: 
like those in the desert) to our pipe. It’s impossible to do 
as good a job as Ameron. | agree that there are bumps 
there, and | agree that someone will eventually make a 
better one. But the riders, Alva, Biniac, Wally, Waldo, 
Gregg Ayres and the rest, are adapting and ripping. Pretty 
soon they just shred the thing.” 

Undisputedly, the Upland group has left the door open 
for others to follow. The only remaining problem is the 
near insurmountable one of securing insurance, in- 
asmuch as the Pipeline’s carrier, for one, is planning to sit 
back and take note before covering any more full tubes. 
Other insurance companies are, reportedly, even leery 
about handling parks with partial pipes. 

Randy Clark, on-site design consultant for the long- 
awaited Runway, has gotten around the problem by in-

cluding a large U-shaped run in that extensive design. 
Other projects, however, like the proposed facility for 
Union City, California, the ““Go For Broke Skatepark,”’ 
and the previously mentioned Texas Pipeline of Houston, 
have evidently found coverage, and will be going ahead 
with full pipes. An 18’ diameter tube is planned for the 
Union City park, and a 22’ x 40’ pipe for Houston. Says 
the Texas Pipeline’s Karen Mackay, ‘‘Ours is four sec- 
tions of real 22’ x 10’ drainage pipe—all pre-cast, no 
bumps.” 
COPING WITH (AND WITHOUT) COPING 

Don Hoffman recently explained that coping had been 
considered for the Pipeline’s two major bowls, but de- 
cided against it for safety considerations among others. 
As Don further stated: 

~The skaters have gotten used to nothaving coping. . . 
they're used to not having that lip. Now when they're fall- 
ing and bailing, they just slide down the wall. We have 
much less injury (than otherwise). They’re not being 
pitched and dropping vertical and hitting the bottom.”’ 
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“They've added a vertical plywood extension

Don went on to theorize that a considerable part of the 
attraction to coping is psychological, rather than having 
to do with any inherent functional properties of the mold- 
ing. ‘‘It might be sort of amacho thing,’’ Don offers. 

Still, even an unpretentious young hottie like Jana 
Payne explains, ‘| love to ride coping . . . getting pitched 
out and making it.’’ (Jana certainly can’t be accused of 
macho tendencies.) Chris Strople, whose background in- 
cludes extensive pool riding, states a similar preference: 
“| would definitely prefer coping. You can do almost every 
maneuver we do now (in the Pipeline’s advanced bowls) 
... and still get that heavy rush.” 

As aresult of such urgings, the Concrete Wave’s new 
pool became the first in-park structure we know of to use 
coping (tiles, too!). The aforementioned Carlsbad three- 
leafed bowl and El Cajon pool will also have flaired-in 
moldings (there is talk of custom-designed varieties), 
while possibly the most innovative use may be that 
planned by Skatepark Paramount to line their 20’ diame- 
ter half-pipe. Explains spokesman Stewart A. Rogers,

PRO PROBLEMS 

One park manager recently confided: ‘‘Not only do the 
pros come and bring their friends, but they are little rad 
(expletive deleted) while they are here. They give us twice 
the trouble of the average kid. When they're going to to- 
tally jerk me around and pimp me for everything they can, 
how can | justify them skating free when some little poor 
kid is paying top bucks?” 

With the formation of skatepark owners’ organiza- 
tions—one in the Southeast under the guidance of Wizard 
Skatepark’s Col. Burton and another in Southern Califor- 
nia through the energies of Reseda’s Lou Peralta—pro 
admissions to the parks is one of the important issues 
which is beginning to be addressed. Not only do the pros 
and company often represent trouble for the park owner 
(especially, it seems, in Southern California), but lost rev- 
enues as well, since there are so many skaters who pass 
themselves off as deserving. Explains Don Hoffman, 
“Some of the park owners say, | don't care anymore; 
they're paying or | don’t want them here!’ Park owners 
have gotten to that point.” 

Nonetheless, Don says that he’s “‘willing to work with

the problem.” The Pipeline, in fact, continues to let cer- 
tain pros in free, inasmuch as the park is spectator ori- 
ented (everybody gets each other pumped up’’) and 
prided as a staging ground for progressive skating. El Ca- 
jon, on the other hand, offers the sponsors of local teams 
the option of paying a significantly discounted, long-term 
group rate for their team members. 

What it may all come down to, however, is the creation 
of a comprehensive pro classification list, compiled by 
one or more skateboard associations. That group would 
also have the authority to issue and revoke classification 
cards. Ideally, these cards would be widely honored for 
the purpose, among other things, of determining eligibility 
for a lower rate or free admission to the parks, as much as 
to keep the socially radical element among the pros 
(‘those little rad... .”’) in check. 


In keeping with our policy of profiling new facilities, the 
following gives a broader view of previously mentioned 
Skatepark Paramount, as well as three additional parks: 
Groundswell Skatepark, South Bay Skateboard Park and 
Willow Skateboard Park. 

SKATEPARK PARAMOUNT. This facility, located in 
Paramount, California, merges the design and building

wall imagination of Waldo Autry, for what could be one of 
the best all-around parks to date. Besides the aforemen- 
tioned half-pipe or ‘channel’ run, the layout includes: a 
300’ snake run, a 50-meter slalom run, a 140’ “spillway, ’’ 
a beginner's run, and a 2300 sq. ft. freestyle area with 45- 
degree walls. End bowls range from a small, 5-footer off 
the beginner’s run, to an impressive 50’ wide bowl at the 
end of the spillway. It is significant that ‘‘safety coping’’ 
will not only be used along the half-pipe, but also at the 
top of the bowls. To quote park spokesman Rogers, once 
more: “The safety of the park runs and skating areas is of 
primary importance. However, this idea should not inter- 
fere with the design of a really ‘hot park.’ ’’ We couldn't 
agree more fully. 

GROUNDSWELL SKATEPARK. Designed and 
“handshaped” by Bruce Walker (SKATEBOARDER fea- 
ture interview, Vol. 3, No. 1), this Fort Pierce, Florida, park 
provides four basic skating areas: a banked freestyle 
area, an asphalt slalom course, a beginner's bowl and a 
300’ long snake run. Apparently, Bruce is especially 
proud of the serpentine, which he describes as featuring 
“four medium-to-large-sized bowls with a fast takeoff.’ A 
longtime surfer, he characterizes the run as ‘‘mostly a 
high-speed surf cruise.’’ Upcoming will be a ‘radical pool 
bowl,” which, though not yet surfaced, has already been 
shaped. 

SOUTH BAY SKATEBOARD PARK. This one-acre

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park (10,000 sq. ft. of actual skating area) reportedly 
bears the distinction of being the first skateboard facility 
in North Texas and only the second in the entire South- 
| west. Says South Bay's owner, G. A. Daniels, ‘‘My design 

is such that it can be as radical as the person skating it, 
but beginners have no trouble learning basic bowl-riding 
techniques.” From a 15’ mound in the far corner of the 
park, skaters may shoot 65 feet into the intermediate area, 
curving back around on a 5’ high, 55-degree bank. Or, 
they may take another path from the same launching 
area, traveling 75 feet onto the 12’ high, 60-degree wall in 
the advanced section. Beginners have their own 35’ di- 
ameter bowl, which adjoins the 1505 sq. ft. freestyle area. 
Incidentally, as of press time, South Bay was to host the 
Cystic Fibrosis Fort Worth Amateur Skateboard Cham- 
pionships, August 28. 

WILLOW SKATEBOARD PARK. This recently opened 
park in the city of Pomona (only a few miles from the Up- 
land Pipeline), offers, according to various reports, a 
Concrete Wave-type setup. In fact, like the Wave, it has 
three bowl runs and a fourth run which ends in a freestyle 
area, According to Willow, the park “has been very well 
received by all the local skaters. They particularly like the 
way the walls on the runs flow into each other, and the 
workability of the bowls.’ Sounds like another step for- 
ward for the state of the art in the San Bernardino Valley. @ 


PAYNE 


14 years old, rides for

With braces on her teeth, a slight, 
young figure, and a lot of natural athletic 
ability, Jana Payne might well be de- 
scribed as a skateboarding version of 
tennis prodigy Tracy Austin or a younger 
Margo Godfrey, longtime surf champion. 
One might even hazard a guess, that, in 
her own field of endeavor, Jana is every 
bit as talented as either Tracy or Margo 
are in theirs. 

Skate photog James Cassimus, who 
has seen as much good skateboarding as 
anyone, echoes the sentiments of many 
when he refers to Jana as ‘‘possibly the 
hottest female skater’’ on the scene 
today. It's hard to fault James’ judgment. 

A product of local skatepark environ- 
ments, especially Anaheim’s Concrete 
Wave (which is only five blocks from her 
home), Jana shows a distinct preference 
for vertical and near-vertical skating, and 
particularly pool riding. If the style which 
she has developed there is often charac- 
terized as more masculine than feminine, 
perhaps it is time to reassess those terms, 
especially regarding a female who deals 
so thoroughly with radical terrain. Her 
one-wheelers, arcing lip slides, fakie- 
360’s, etc., are actually smooth, often 
aesthetic translations of available male 
styles. Neither masculine nor feminine 
in form, they are, rather, appropriately 
functional. 

Although Jana says she was already 
“standing up and riding’ at age one 
(‘I’ve always been an early starter’’), her 
first significant influence came but a few 
years ago with the casual freestyling of 
her older brother Bob. Arnie Hogue and 
friends provided further instruction and 
inspiration once Jana started riding the 
Wave regularly last spring. She also cred- 
its Guy Grundy, former manager of that 
park, for helping out during those early 
days. Says Jana: 

“About two months after the Wave 
opened, | started going there and talking 
with Guy a lot. And he said that if | did 
some work around there, | could get in 
free. So | started going every day, and 
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getting better and better.” 

However, more so than the sheer prac- 
tice or exposure to hot riding, the basis 
for Jana’s swift improvement has been a 
wide variety of good places to skate. She 
rode the popular Fruit Bowl a few times 
before it was destroyed, hitting tiles her 
second or third day. A number of trips to 
the Pipeline Skatepark has left her com- 
fortable in the big bowls and hitting above 
vertical in the pipe. And, within a few days 
after the completion of the Wave's new 
pool, Jana was already one-wheeling the 
coping. 

It's no wonder, then, that G & S re- 
cently snapped up Jana to complement 
their already youthful and talented team. 
Says an enthusiastic Jana of the relation- 
ship: ‘I love it a lot. | think joining was the 
best thing I’ve ever done.’ 

On inclines she rides a 29°’ Stacy Per- 
alta Warptail with Halftracks (‘‘I like them 
pretty tight’) and Steve Cathey Yo-Yo 
Wheels with German racing bearings. 
Her freestyle favorite is a 27’’ Bowl Rider 
model with the same truck-wheel com-

bination. 

Although female athletes like Jana, 
have long been a liberated bunch, she 
maintains a particularly strong view to- 
ward the vulgarities of the ‘‘Women’s 
Lib’’ movement. ‘‘I think it’s dumb,’’ she 
says bluntly. Still, Jana concedes, on the 
skateboard course she has at times suf- 
fered for her sex. 

“Sometimes | get really upset,’’ she ad- 
mits, ‘because |'Il be in the front of a line 
and somebody will come up, put their 
board down right in front of me and take 
off. One day | just got really mad and 
grabbed the guy by the shirt and threw 
him down. Just because I’m a girl doesn't 
mean | don’t care.”’ 

“But,’’ Jana continues ina lighter vein, 
“I'm glad I'ma girl, because | think that if | 
were a guy, | wouldn't get as much atten- 
tion. To be this good for a guy isn’t that 
much, but for a girl, it’s alot.”

lf there is a power play, a silent coup of 
sorts, taking place in Southern California 
among skateboarding’s avant-garde, 
Sierra Madre’s Chris Strople is very much 
a part of it. As a member of the newly re- 
generated Sims Team, Chris is in the 
company of such sizzling pipe and pool 
artists as Wally Inouye, Lee Gahimer, 
Frank Blood, Mark Smith (alias ‘ Mini-Rip- 
per’’) and Waldo (a recent convert). 
Speculation has it that they have become 
the top contenders, along with Tunnel, for 
team laurels in this most energized area 
of the sport. And, as if it wasn’t enough to 
just be part of that heavy lineup, Chris 
has evolved into one of the most con- 
sistent, yet out-and-out aggressive, 
riders on the team—some say within the 
whole of skateboarding. 

“Chris is probably the most aggressive 
skater besides Alva. . . when he rides, he 
attacks.”’

been best put to the test at the Pipeline 
park, is sometimes described as jerky; 
but always fast, innovative and radical. If 
that less than smooth flow is to be consid- 
ered a deficiency, it is at worst a minor 
one, for neither spectators (and there are 
many during evening sessions at Upland) 
nor his fellow riders fault him for it. Typi- 
cally, they’re too busy hooting a very 
uninhibited Chris on to further extremes. 
What's more, that often amazing style is 
entirely conscious. Explains Chris: 

“It's not really a flow style. It’s more of 
a radical, go-out-and-rip-it kind of thing. 
Just rip so many lines ... it’s unreal! | 
don't like being boxed into a certain line 
or into a certain style of skating; it has to 
vary.” 

That variation can easily be found in 
Chris’ unpredictable approaches to the 
Pipeline’s 12’ bowl. From his tail-block 
wheelies (which he and Wally introduced 
to Pipeline locals), he might go into a roll- 
over on to the lip, briefly hitting his wheels 
flat on the bowls’ upper edge before 
dropping back down the vertical. Or Chris 
might take an extremely quick orbit along 
the rim and, suddenly, launch himself into 
a ‘‘360-degree Bert on vert.’’ Even Wally 
admits to being ‘‘very impressed” with 
such gutsy stuff. 

Chris and Wally are, in fact, almost in- 
separable skate and surf partners these 
days (Chris has been surfing for 2-3 
years). The two became friends while 
Wally was on the skate patrol at Skate- 
park Montebello, and Chris was a relative 
“unknown"’ with a year-and-a-half of 
pool riding and some freestyle expe- 
rience behind him. Says Chris: 

“I'd go to Montebello with my friends, 
and we’d see Wally there. His skating 
would just blow my mind. Then | got to 
know him, and we went to a bunch of 
pools and did a lot of riding. And like, now 
we always ride together.’ The two agree 
that it’s definitely been a plus for both. 

Recent employment, however, has 
sometimes separated the pair, as was the 


case with Chris’ participation locally, and 
in the Northwest, with Skateboard Expo 
‘77. The experience, however, was not 
only a learning one, practicing with such 
riders as Bruce Logan (‘‘Riding with 
Bruce is unreal ... because he was 
pretty much the beginning of it all’’). But, 
regarding the ramp riding in particular 
(two ramps in a half-pipe arrangement), 
his expectations in terms of audience re- 
action were met. ‘It seems to me that the 
spectators everywhere were more stoked 
on the ramps than anything else,’’ says 
Chris. ‘‘They like seeing the more radical 
things.” 

Therefore, Chris feels the sport is los- 
ing out by not encouraging bowl- and 
pipe-riding contests. The other major 
problem he finds with present com- 
petition is the trend toward invitationals. 
As he sees it: 

‘Invitationals aren't fair! | think con- 
tests should be open and just bring it 
down into heats. Reduce it to the top sixty 
or so. Who knows, twenty may be totally 
‘name’ people, like the Logans, and an- 
other forty may be people nobody even 
knows about. As far as that goes, there’s 
so many ‘unknown’ skaters that are hot 
... it’s unbelievable!” 

Chris feels he owes a lot to Tom Sims, 
as well as to Wally, for pulling him out of 
that dubious category. ‘‘Good equip- 
ment,’ he believes, didn’t hurt either. 
Chris is currently riding a 30’’ Sims Ta- 
per-kick with Midtracks and a prototype 
of a “Wally wheel.’ The wheel, so far, is 
double-lipped and narrower than most. 
Says he, ‘They're totally fast, but still one 
of the grippier wheels I’ve ridden.” 

As for the inevitable question of goals 
in skateboarding, Chris’ answer is as 
honest and straightforward as his riding: 
“Perfection, mostly!”’ His best advice 
along those lines is practice and ‘‘not 
pushing yourself after you're already hurt 
. ..and possibly being laid up for a long 
time."’ He adds, ‘‘The longer you sit out 
and not skate, the more you get behind,

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Yet even more surprising than Tay’s fol- 
lowing, is his background. Unlike most of 
his fellow hotties, Tay didn’t get into verti- 
cals as a spinoff from surfing, skiing or 
even skating banks. Rather, up until al- 
most a year ago, he was a committed 
motocross bicyclist; sometimes, in fact, 
dueling with his skateboarding buddies at 
the locally famous and now destroyed 
“L-Pool.”’ 

Tay's transformation came when his 
bike was ripped off, and skating pre- 
sented itself as a logical and cheap al- 
ternative. With early influences like Mike 
Wierbinski and Muckus (yes, he really ex- 
ists), and equipment changes from a sla- 
lom board to a kicktail and soft to hard 
wheels, Tay progressed quickly and his 
style began to gel. The result is a smooth 
and fast approach to pipe and pool riding, 
and probably some of the most unusual 
slides ever perfected. 

If friends and admirers tend to box Tay 
into a somewhat limited category as a 
pipe and bowl slide specialist, it is 
through his own doing. By Tay’s own ad- 
mission, his present goal is ‘‘to do more 
radical slides than anyone else,’’. ... and 
that he does. His ‘‘Ces-slide,’’ for in- 
stance, is a sort of sliding roll-back, ex- 
cept Tay often makes it even more 
difficult by beginning it with a two- 
wheeler off the lip of a vertical bowl. Ina 
pipe, on the other hand, Tay will pull off 
‘‘drifters’’ (more or less straight-drop 
slides) from above the halfway mark, 
floating several feet before straightening 
out. Not surprisingly, Tay occasionally 
manages a tail tap or an aerial, but it’s 
generally his slides that are most frequent 
and most amazing. 

As expected from his style of riding, 
Tay still shows a strong preference for 
hard wheels. ‘‘| ride Tunnel Rocks most,’ 
he remarks. His trucks alternate between 
Midtracks, Halftracks and Bennett Pros, 
depending on the terrain. And Tay’s 
decks, which are handcrafted by Pool 
Too! Skateboards, a small outfit owned 





by his father, are made of either ash or 
plywood. 

Somehow, besides skating 4-10 hours 
a day, Tay regularly puts in time at his fa- 
ther’s company, as well as at a local 
shop, Tube Skateboards. He plans to 
continue that employment for an in- 
definite period, while finishing high 
school (he is a sophomore) and devel-

oping himself for eventual professional 
bowl and pipe-riding competition. 

But no matter what transpires in the 
near future, says Tay, he’s intent on 
staying close to the sport for a long time 
to come. And for the Badlands, that can 
only be a good thing.

18 years old, rides for 
Tunnel Products 


While certain groups within the South- 
ern California skate community are 
playing word games and concerning 
themselves with questions of relative su- 
periority, in the north of the state the kids 
are out riding. Despite generally less ap- 
pealing and less plentiful skate terrains, 
talents like John Hutson and Kim Cese- 
pedes have worked local spots to the hilt, 
carving their reputations down street 
runs or on the walls of pools and bowls. 
Many are following in their tracks. One 
such ridér, the latest and undoubtedly the 
most outrageous Northern property to 
gain Southern exposure and respect, is 
San Jose’s Rick Blackhart. 

Although word of his exploits definitely 
preceded him, on a recent trip to the 
Southland’s current proving ground, the 
Pipeline Skatepark, Rick made a heavy 
impression on local pipe and bowl 
experts: 

“He goes for almost anything and 
almost always makes it."’

“His riding freaked me out.”

“Rubberman—that’s all I’ve got to 
say!” 

—Tom Inouye 

Perhaps Don Hoffman, manager of the 
Pipeline, gave the strongest possible 
praise when he said of Rick: ‘‘If he’s not 
the most incredible skater here, he has to 
be in the top two.’’ Don does not fail to 
add that, at one time or another, most of 
the best in the West have been through 
his gates. 

Part of the commotion stems from 
Rick’s fakie-into-a-360, which he pulls off 
consistently above vertical in Upland’s 
20’ x 40’ pipe. Part of it has to do with 
such calculated and sometimes uncalcu- 
lated moves as carving tail-scrapers and 
extended, one-wheel floaters, both along 
the rim of the 15’ x 40’ bowl. And part has 
to do with Rick's casual air in the face of 
seemingly imminent disaster. Says Don 
Hoffman: ‘‘Even his wipeouts look 
planned.” 


Rick's original motivation in pushing 
himself toward the forefront of vertical 
and over-vertical riding, goes back ten 
months to his discovery of a 24’ pipe near 
home which was being ridden that day by 
Waldo, Rod Saunders and Mitch Haaka of 
Tunnel Products. ‘‘| had only ridden a 12’ 
pipe before then,’’ he explains, “‘so | just 
watched. And after four or five sessions 
there, and noticing the way Waldo would 
move his hands right in front of him as he 
was thrusting up, | was starting to get 
high.” 

Rick advanced quickly, but only 
through constant practice. ‘You have to 
really be into practicing at first,’ he 
asserts. 

His versatility likewise increased as he 
came across other new spots (such as 
the Los Altos pool); and, in one case, cre- 
ated his own. The latter consisted of a 16’ 
x 20’ wood bowl which Rick built in his 
backyard with the help of another hot lo- 
cal, Kev Thatcher. As Rick describes it: 

‘Ut has a roof over it, a couch for 
spectator seating, and it gets vertical in 
one spot. We just figured there weren't 
any pools nearby, so the only way we 
were ever going to get anything decent to 
ride was to make it ourselves.”’ 

A representative of Tunnel Wheels, 
Rick has begun to apply his mind-bog-

gling moves to ramp riding contests, tak- 
ing firsts at both Carmichael and Sara- 
toga. In return, Mitch of Tunnel takes him 
on tour and supplies him with equipment 
(he rides Tunnel boards, Halftracks and 
the new, redesigned Rocks) and related 
“necessities” (they sometimes call him 
“Brewhaha’’). 

Inasmuch as Rick has recently been 
able to assess his potential competition, 
and is not audience shy, he is looking for- 
ward to the possibility of a major pool and 
pipe duel open toall comers. Says Rick: 

“Where they come from doesn’t make 
any difference, or how long they've been 
riding. | just want to ride with everybody 
who thinks they're worth anything, in the 
most outrageous place possible . . . and 
see what comes down.” 

If such a contest ever comes to pass, 
perhaps the only way to deal with Rick is 
by using his own tactics. Rick's skating 
philosophy: ‘‘! just try to flow with it so 
that if something gets all weird, whether 
above vertical in a pipe or at the top of a 
15’ bowl, | can just pull out of it... Or, as 
Doug Schneider says, ‘Go where you 
may.’ " 

But only if you dare.

24 years old, rides for Santa 
Cruz Skateboards 


Who's hot? Who's Michael ‘‘Smiley”’ 
Goldman? Picture walking into his home 
with the aroma of a burning TV dinner, 
and Rick Derringer playing full blast on 
his stereo. Picture a room full of every va- 
riety of Santa Cruz Skateboard ever de- 
signed, scattered around the floor with a 
pile of old magazines thrown into a corner 
ona just-wilted cardboard box. 

Interview with Smiley: 

‘Don't ya ever clean this place up?” 

“It’s clean! You can make it to the bed, 
can’t ya?”’ 

“What has helped you most in skate- 
boarding besides TV dinners?” 

“Having a skateboard.” 


Got the feeling? It’s the same feeling — 


you get when watching him gyrating ina 
pool, with his relaxed skating and his un- 
believable facial expressions, wondering 
what is going to happen next; and at the 
same time, wondering where the toilet 
is—because it's enough to scare the 
_____ out of anyone when he speed wob- 
bles off the coping and heads towards 
another wall for an equally incredible 
coping ride. No matter how fast your eyes 
are at following moving objects, you're 
always one movement behind Smiley. But 
almost every pro skater knows how to 
ride a pool these days, and though Smiley 
rides them just as good as many of the 
best, that’s not what makes him unique. 
Coupled with his ability to adapt to any 
vertical surface in an instant, and his 
“Smiley’’ personality, he is a standout 
wherever he skates. Smiley is the type of 
person that shows up at a skatepark, a 
pipe, a pool, or any concrete slab, and 
everyone around keeps their eyes glued 
on him the whole time he’s there. He's 
smooth, and fast, and unpredictably 
different. Whether he does a longer slid- 
ing turn or a “‘hop out of the bowl” gravity 
trick, he is always looking for new angles 
of attack. Even Smiley's bowl riding isn’t 
what makes him unique, though; there 
is something a taste different in his ap- 
proach to skating anywhere there are 
crowds. It is his relaxed attitude that 


seems to soothe the competition around 
him, making people realize that skate- 
boarding is still fun to do, and profes- 
sionalism is only a meaningless word 
reserved for those who rate materialism 
over enjoyment. 

Like many skaters, Smiley’s roots go 
back to the times when chalk wheels on a 
homemade board were the “‘in’’ thing, 
and picking up ball bearings all over a hill 
was a reality every skater had to live with. 
They were the times where, if you hit the 
smallest pebble, it involved a torn knee 
and a few body skins in all the worst 
places. They were the times that kept 
Johnson & Johnson in business. Since 
those days, there has rarely been a time 
when Smiley and his board have parted 
(except for a few quick surf sessions). 

In fact, when he joined the Navy to 
avoid fighting the war in Vietnam, he had 
his bag of clothes in one hand and carried 
his board in the other. During his four 
years in the service, Smiley kept in shape 
by skating the main deck of an ammuni- 
tion ship he was stationed on. Sometimes 
for seven months ata time, the only hill he 
rode was the tilt of the ship moving over 
the waves. Every opportunity he got, he 
would jump off the ship and into plenty of 
foreign concrete jungles. Smiley has 
skated every major port between San

Diego and Hong Kong, and that’s only 
half the spots. 

Of all the many places he has skated, 
his favorite concrete jungle reigns in the 
streets, skateparks and pools of the 
Santa Cruz Mountains. Just fifteen min- 
utes to the south of his home in sunny 
Capitola is a hill called Rampart, where 
he has been witnessed going over sixty 
times in his, quote,‘‘daring arms back 
fairing.”’ It was this hill that helped him to 
first place in the standup division at Sig- 
nal Hill. In his most recent contest at Ak- 
ron, Ohio, Smiley placed fourth in both 
standup speed and slalom racing. Not 
known for his slalom racing ability, many 
people were dumbfounded by his per- 
formance. More than one person came 
upto him, saying, “There must have been 
something wrong with the watches.” But 
his time remained, and no one protested 
when the check slipped into his pocket. 

What makes Smiley so unique? It is his 
consistency to place in the top ten in al- 
most every event he has ever entered. 
But that’s only a part of him, the statistical 
part, the one that doesn't mean anything. 
Smiley is into the new sport only for ‘the 
fun and the nice people you meet.’’ And 
that’s unique for this day and age. To end 
this note, Smiley says, ‘‘Happy Skating.”

Here on Kauai, the local skaters 
are confronted with a shortage of 
spots, and those that do exist are ei- 
ther too hard to get to (Kalaheo 
dam), small (Funnels in Hanapepe), 
or illegal (any good hill is illegal, as, 
in theory, skating is illegal on all 
Hawaii’s highways). So the locals 
have had to use a little creative 
energy to “get high” with their 
skates. The result has surpassed any 
home-built ramp I’ve seen to date;

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and moreover, has earned enough 
recognition from the community to 
be sanctioned by the authorities as a 
permanent skating area. 

This has come about slowly, as at 
first there was only one raggedly 
constructed ramp, located on the 
site of a deserted cannery in Kapaa 
Town; and few skaters. Eventually, 
as the ramps evolved, they attracted 
the attention of plastics expert and 
boat builder, Scott Ferguson, a vet- 
eran skater-surfer originally from 
Santa Cruz. From then on, business 
got serious and Scott began super- 
vising and directing the construction

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of a 10-foot takeoff ramp facing a 
12-foot banked ramp, along with 
three smaller, but no less vertical, 
constructions which became more 
and more elaborate, and more and 
more colorful, as the days went by. 
The boys encountered many diffi- 
culties, such as crossing a narrow 
footbridge with the largest frame 
they'd built, having forgotten they'd 
have to move it from Scott’s house 
to the site. It got across, thanks to a 
squadron of Kapaa skate rats 
stoked on vertical off-the-lips. 

The materials included ironwood 
branches, which happened to flour- 
ish right there, and which many 
hands bent to just the right curve as 
others nailed them, along with do- 
nations from construction sites 
(with permission, of course), wood- 
piles, and the most faithful donor of 
all: the dump. The artwork, by every- 
one—but especially by Ralph Yer- 
amian—put the finishing touch on a 
hot place to skate, and a remarkable 
achievement for the local boys who 
put it all together. 

Now that things have gotten roll- 
ing, the Kauai Skateboard Associ- 
ation (those who build and use the 
ramps) is working on a car wash, 
and shortly thereafter, a concert by 
local musicians who are donating 
their time to raise money to con- 
tinue improving the spot, and even- 
tually to purchase equipment for the 
club. 

There is also talk of acquiring the 
sponsorship of local businessmen 
so that more funds will hopefully be 
made available to sanction this proj- 
ect the young people themselves 
have initiated and shown so much 
enthusiasm for. @
